Top l'.-S, init-lligcnce 
officials told The Post 
last night that at least 
four U.S. diplomats 
listed as dead were in 
fact on "cover assign- 
ments" for the CL.\. 

The revelations follow 
the announcement ear- 
lier this week that top 
CIA Midcast analyst Ro- 
bert Ames had been 
killed in the blast. 

The sources said that 
even the CIA's station 
chief was killed. 

The ClA was also dealt 
a huge setback because

munications and other 
vital functions of the 
ClA'.s "station." 

The CIA and the entire 
U.S. intelligence com- 
munity — which suf- 
fered its greatest single 
death toll since the Viet- 
nam War — was report- 
edly in a state of shock 
and vvas taking immedi- 
ate ateps to set upaolher 
station which ■ must 
watch one of the most 
volatile countries in the 
world. 

“Aside from the loss of 
innocent lives this is 
definitely the -biggest

Publically the CIA has 
identified only one agent ' 
killed in the aftermath of 
the horror bombing.
